pleasure than any I have had since. 
I went through the campaign, was 
elected, ran for the Legislature the 
same year (1832) and was beaten — 
the only time I ever have been beat- 
en by the people. The next and 
three succeeding biennial elections I 
was elected to the Legislature. I 
was not a candidate afterward. Dur- 
ing this legislative period I had stu- 
died law, and removed to Springfield 
to practice it. In 1846 I was once 
elected to the lower House of Con- 
gress. Was not a candidate for re 
election. 

From 1849 to 1854, both inclusive, 
practiced law more assiduously than 
ever before. Always a Whig in poli- 
tics ; and generally on the Whig 
electoral tickets, making active can- 
vasses. I was losing interest in poli- 
tics when the repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise aroused me again. 
What I have done since then is pretty 
well known. 

If any personal description of mi 
is thought desirable, it may be said 
I am in height, six feet feet four 
inches nearly; lean in flesh, weighing 
on an average one hundred eighty 
pounds; dark complexion, with coarse 
black hair and gray eyes. No other 
marks or brands recollected — Spring- 
field, December 20, 1859.

Lincoln's ®wn Storo 

I was born February 12, 1809, in 
Hardin County, Kentucky. My 
parents were both bom in Virginia, 
of undistinguished families —second 
families, perhaps I should say. My 
mother, who died in my tenth year, 
was of a family of the name of 
Hanks, some of whom now reside in 
Adams, and others in Macon County, 
Illinois. My paternal grandfather, 
Abraham Lincoln, emigrated from 
Rockingham County, Virginia, to 
Kentucky, about 1782 or 1783, where 
a year or two later he was killed by 
the Indians, not in a battle, but by 
stealth, when he was laboring to 
open a farm in the forest. His ances- 
tors, who were Quakers, went to 
Virginia from Berks County, 1 
sylvania. An effort to identify 
them with the New England family 
of the same name, ended in nothing 
more definite than a similarity of 
Christian names in both families, 
such as Enoch, Levi, Mordecai, Solo- 
mon, Abraham, and the lik< 

My father, at the death of his 
father, wits but six years of age, and 
he grew up literally without educa- 
tion. He removed from Kentucky 
to what is now Spencer County, In- 
diana, In my eighth year. We 
reached our new home about the 
time the State came into the Union. 
It was a wild region, with many 
bears and other wild animals still in 
the woods. There I grew up. There 
were some schools, so called, but no 
qualification was ever required of a 
teacher beyond "readin*, writin', 
and cipherin' M to the rule of three. 
If a straggler supposed to understand 
Latin happened to sojourn in the 
neighborhood he was looked upon as 
a wizard. There was absolutely 
nothing to excite ambition for educa- 
tion. Of course, when I came of age 
I did not know much. Still, some- 
how, I could read, write and cipher 
to the rule of three, but that was all. 
I have not been to school since. The 
little advance I now have upon this 
store of education, I have picked up 
from time to time under the pressure 
of necessity. 

I was raised to the farm work, 
which I continued till I was twenty- 
two. At twenty-one I came to Il- 
linois, Macon County. Then I got 
to New Salem, at that time in Sanga- 
mon, now in Menard County, where 
I remained a year as a sort of clerk 
id a store. 

Then came the Black Hawk war, 
and I was elected a captain of volun- 
teer!, a success which gave me more

Of all the great national heroes 
and statesman of history, Lincoln is 
the only real giant. Alexander, 
Frederick the Great, Cflcsar, Napo- 
leon, Gladstone, and Washington 
stand, in greatness of character, in 
depth of feeling and in a certain 
moral power, far behind Lincoln. 
Lincoln was a man of whom a na 
has a right to be proud, he was 
a Christ in miniature, a saint of 
humanity, whose name will live 
thousands of years in the legends of 
future generations. 

Now, why was Lincoln so great 
that he overshadows all national 
heroes ? He really was not a great 
general, like Napoleon or Washing- 
not such a skilful st 
like Gladstone or Frederick the 
<t; but his supremacy expre 
itself altogether in his peculiar moral 
power and in the greatness of his 
character. It is natural that before 
he reached his goal he bad to walk 
the highway of mistakes But we 
find him, nevertheless, in every ten- 
dency true to one main motive, 
that was to benefit mankind. He 
was one who wanted to be great 
through his smallness. If he had 
failed to become President, he would 
be, no doubt, just as gi 
now, but only God could appreciate 

Washington was a aeri- 

can, Napoleon was a typical French- 
man, but Lincoln was a humanita- 
rian as broad as the world. He was 
bigger than his country — bigger than 
all the President Why ? 

Because he loved his enemies as him 
self, and because he was a univ< 
individualist who wanted to see him- 
self in the world— not the world in 
elf. He was great through his 
simplicity and was noble through 
his charity. 

Lincoln is a strong type of those 
who make for truth and justice, for 
brotherhood aud freedom. Love is 
the foundation of life. That is what 
make him immortal aud that is the 
quality of a giant. Ijnroln lived 
and died a h eat char- 

acter he will live as long the world 
lives. May his life long bless hu- 
mauity.

Interest- 
ing and authentic stories are told of 
his prayer life during the dark days 
of the Civil War. Let the children 
of America know well the story of 
this great man, that they may know 
that no matter how lowly the birth 
or how difficult the pathway of life, 
boy or girl in love with truth, 
honest hearted, faithful to pledges, 
and trusting in God, may find 
success by faithfulness and perse- 
verance.

I read in the papers that Miss 
Helen Keller is traveling about the 
country giving lectures and talking 
to the people. I do not like it, and 
I will explain why. 

Millions of people have heard of 
Miss Keller. Her name is known in 
almost every American home where 
the members can read. Her name 
is known all over Europe. She is per- 
haps the most famous woman living. 
It is very creditable to the human 
race that it is so. It shows that the 
human heart is kind. 

t it also shows that the human 
mind is full of curiosity. People 
like to see or hear of one who has 
done what Miss Keller is said to 
have done. If they hear of an arm 
less man who has learned to write or 
sew with his toes they think it is 
very wonderful and pay twenty- five 
or fifty cents or a dollar to see him, 
and newspaper writers put his pic 
ture in the papers and tell wonderful 
stories about him. It is very much 
the some with Miss Keller I heard 
that when she was in St Louis in 
T914, a lady who teaches in an oral 
school in Germany, was so excited 
that she climbed up into a window 
of the hall that she might better see 
Keller. 
So when Miss Keller travels 
it the country, thousands of 
,le will go to see her chiefly out 
of curiosity. They will believe any- 
thing that they may be told about 
her. That is all very well as long 
as it does no harm. But when they 
are told that Miss Keller has been 
taught to speak, and when they 
hear Miss Keller herself speak, they 
get the idea that ALL deaf-mutes 
•> be taught to speak. 
Many of them even believe that 
Miss Keller was taught by the pure 
oral method. It is a fact that the 
high of this method are using 

reputation to make peopl< 
lieve that the oral method is the 
only right way to teach the deaf, I 
do not think that th lit. 

There is also another thing. I 
Leslie Oren, Eva Halli 
day, Tommy Stringer, Linnie Hague- 
wood, James H. Caton, Marie H ur 
tin, and other blind deaf-mutes, are 
as wonderful as Miss Keller. 
The only difference is that they have 
not been advertised so much. I also 
believe that Miss Keller is more or 
less of a phonograph. She has a 
wonderful memory and repeats the 
things she has read and people be- 
lieve that these things are her own 
I noticed this in her writings about 
the causes of blindness in the Ladies* 
Home Journal some years ago, and 
also in the talk she had some weeks 
ago with Madame Montessori. The 
last did not seem to me like the talk 
a really gifted deaf-mute woman 
would hold with another gifted, but 
normal, woman.

To the Members of the California 
Association for the Deaf: 

Friends; — When you tendered me 
the nomination as a candidate for 
the presidency of the California As 
sociation for the Deaf at theCouven 
tion of December 27-29, I accepted it 
in good faith. 

However; 1 have since given a 
careful study to the situation, and 1 
am forced to the conclusion that the 
election that you are coucucting, is 
illegal, for which reason I decline 
any further lo run for the office. 

There are four principal points 
with subdivisions as to the legality 
or illegality of the whole proceedings 
emanating from the first so-calleu 
meeting of the board. 

Firstly— Secretary Lester had con 
fused the words M a quorum of tht 
board of directors* ' with " a quorum 
of directors." The phrase, 14 a 
quorum of directors/' is the Ian 
guage of the by-laws of the As 
sociatiou, whereas the secretary, in 
addressing the president, wrote 
quorum of the board of directors." 

(a) If a quorum of the board 
met to order the drafting of the 
letter in question, theu President 
Douglas Tildeu knew of no such 
meeting. 

(b) If it was a "quorum of 
directors" that instructed the sec- 
retary to act, then they exce* 
their power. Custom and precedeut, 
as well as Roberts' Rules, require' 
that the President be notified of the 
wish of the quorum of directors upon 
which he issues the order to the sec- 
retary for the calling of the meeting 
President Tildeu was entirely within 
his right to refuse to attend a meet- 
ing that the board had illegally call- 
ed together. 

Secondly — The M quorum of di- 
rectors" demanded the resignation 
of the president, whereas they have 
no power to do so. The law simply 
does not allow such an attitude on 
the part of the board. 

Thirdly — A special meeting is for 
a special purposes. The special pur- 
poses twice stated by the secretary, 
was the illegal act of demanding the 
president to resign. Yet, in spite 
of that special purpose, the board, 
under the presidency of Mr. Howsoti, 
proceeded to take action upon di 
topics. 
Fourthly — The board, that is a 
quorum thereof, met with a pre cou- 
ceived idea that a vacancy should be 
created. They went into the matter 
with a biased mental attitude. No 
defense or a fair trial were to be 
granted. That is illegal and entirely 
rary to the spirit of modem 
civilization. The by-laws permit 
the board to reprimand, suspend 
or expel a member. If that niem 
her is an officer, I suppose he loses 
his office automatically under these 
circumstances. But then charges 
have to be preferred and the mem 
ber notified aud so on. Another 

. as indicated in the by-law 
recall. The whole deaf of the State 
of California, not a clique influei 

I traits, are to vote whether 
the President is to continue in the 
office or not. It being clear that the 
November 22d meeting of the 
board was illegal, all the proceed 
ings that were the offspring of such 
s meeting were null and void. Tt*e 
convention was simply an outlaw 
nization. The election was a 
farcical comedy. It is my con- 
clusion that such will be the opin- 
ion of any court. 

It d that at the notorious 

November 2 2d meeting the board 
suspended the laws They can not 
suspend the constitution 
to which they owe their life. Can 
executive committee of the 
Nati 1 at ion for the Deaf 

suspend the constitution and by-1 

Congress do the United States 
If it can there will be 
a civil war within five minutes, 

1 believe that it is by virtue of 
such suspension that amendments 
were filed within a vs of the

be filed and not otherwi- 

The more 1 studied the situation, 
the more I am forced to see that we 
acted in a muddled and foolish 
ner. Not desiring to be 
further a party to such a conduct, I 
do so with all respect for the mem* 
and many thanks to those who 
tdered me so worthy of their 
ennfidence as to have nominated me.

At the begining of the Local Com- 
mittee's organization, Mrs. Elmer 
E. Bates was the chairman ; Rev.* B. 
R. Allabough, the advisory chair- 
man ; Mr. Kreigfa B. Ayers, Vice- 
Chairman ; Mr. C. R. Neillie, Sec- 
retary and treasurer ; Mr. David 
Friedman, finance ; Mr. Henry A. 
McCann, publicity ; Mr. F. C. Krull, 
industry ; Mr. John Miller, recep- 
tion ; Mrs. D. Friedman, decora- 
tions ; Mr. F. C Ross, entertain- 
ments ; Mrs. William Kleinhans, re- 
presenting the Ladies' Aid Societies ; 
Mr. Thomas McGiunes, representing 
the Roman Catholic Deaf ; Mr. Her 
man Koelle, Jr., representing the 
National Fraternal Society of the 
Deaf ; Mr. E. R. Carroll, meeting 
places of committees ; Mrs. F. C. 
Krull and Miss Helena Froelich, 
members of committee with no speci- 
fied duties. 

At this time, the organization was 
imperfect on account of the absence 
of Mrs. E. E. Bates, the chairman, 
who had left Cleveland to teach 
school in Iowa. In the meanwhile, 
the committee carried out the plans 
as proposed and they did so to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. The 
only question that was bothering us 
at that time was money, which was 
needed to carry out the plans. 
Otherwise our work was going on 
very satisfactorily. 

At one of the local committee's 
meetings, before the change of the 
chairmanship was made, Mr. Fried 
mam, as chairman of the Finance 
Committee, suggested that we pay 
the deaf who collected money from 
the business firms in Cleveland for the 
Convention fund, a commission at 
the rate of twenty per cent. The 
idea as embodied in the commission 
plan was to encourage these collec- 
tors to go hard at the collecting 
There being seventy-two different 
conventions booked in Cleveland, it 
was extremely difficult to collect the 
money. On a commission basis, the 
more the collectors could earn for 
themselves, the more there was to 
turn in the Convention Fund. The 
results of this commission basis plan 
were so satisfactory that we decided 
to let this go in effect all the summer, 
whereby the convention fund would 
grow and at the same time give a 
collector something to realize for 
himself. The commission was offer- 
ed only to those who collected the 
money from the business firms in 
Cleveland, and they were not to ac- 
cept any commissions from the 
money sent them from the deaf in 
this country, 

Later on in its organization, Mr. 
Olof Hanson, the president, effected 
the change in chairmanship, mak- 
ing Mrs. Bates the honorary chair- 
man, and Mr. Ayers the chairman. 
The change was made because of her 
absence from Cleveland and some 
one was needed to have the proper 
authority to make contracts for the 
local entertainments 

The local committee was ably as- 
sisted in its work among the deaf in 
the State of Ohio through the State 
Committee headed by Mr. L 
Bacherbele, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
with a strong bunch in Columbus, 
composed of the school teachers 
there. 

We are indebted to Miss Cloa 
Lamson for her successful campaign 
in Columbus, Ohio. 

The State Committee raised their 
money mostly through the socials 
lectures and the like, and it is not 
out of place here to state that they 
had a novel way of raising the coin. 
They were each equipped with 50 
slips of " penny-holders" each re- 
presenting a foot of pennies 
cents to a foot) and each slip read- 
" Wanted: A Mile of Pennies. 
the benefit of N A. D. Conven- 
tion." We realized nearly $90.00 
out of this stunt. If a mile of pen- 
nies had been realized we would 
have earned $844 Bo. 

The advertisements in the pro- 
gramme were solicited by Mr. Ayers 
alone during the summer months, 
when he was away from his place of 
employment. There was a total in- 
come of $406.00 from the advertisers 
in this programme ( $362. paid in to 
date ) and an expense of $296.43 was 
made, leaving a balance of $9 . 
A part of this balance is sent with 
report, because several of these 
advertisement spaces have not been 
paid for, and as soon as opportunity 
offers, we will collect them. 

I July 1st, /913. Mr. A 
left his place of employment and 
spent all of his time on the conven- 
tion arrangements. He depend* 
his commissions to pay for his living 
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ceedings as the Executive Committee 
may see fit.

The erudite scholar, Mr. V. K. 
Spence, President of the Minnesota 
Association, has thrown some light 
on the Thomas Aniello business. 
In reading " Tom Paine's Common 
Sense," a book few of us seem to 
have read, he comes across reference 
to ' Thomas Anielo, otherwise 
Massanello," who is mentioned if as 
a fisherman of Naples, who, after 
spiriting up his countrymen its the 
market place, against the oppression 
of the Spaniards, to whom the place 
was then subject, prompted them to 
revolt, and in the space of a day be- 
came King." If Masanello is to 
lead a revolt against the Pure Oral 
propaganda, as would appear, he 
should have the support of his 
countrymen, the deaf. The whole 
country is in the transient stage, and 
if we hope to accomplish anything it 
is the time to strike NOW when the 
mind of the public is open to Com 
mon Sense. Take advantage of 
every opportunity. Helen Keller's 
trip throughout the country could 
be used effectively for our cause, 
whereas most of us have been sit- 
ting around and allowing the whole 
thing to be used to bolster up the 
Oral proposition. Since Duluth 
woke up to the fact that she was on 
the way here, I have kept the daily 
papers supplied with little heart to 
heart talks like the following, which 
appeared in the Tribune : 

HRI.EN KELLER LECTURE. 

Helen Keller will be at the Lyceum 
to-morrow night. There is not a 
more interesting personality in the 
world than this deaf, dumb and 
blind woman. 

One interesting feature of the even- 
ing will be the fact that the local 
branch of the National Association 
of the Deaf has reserved about 30 
front seats and will have Miss Fan- 
drem interpret the lectures for their 
benefit. The idea that certain people 
have, that the deaf may learn to read 
the lips so well that they can attend 
29° 43 lectures and church services aud 
11 get" all that is said, is quite incor- 
rect. We do not know of one such 
deaf person outside of the realms of 
fiction. 

A little thought on the part of one 
1 3 2 5 50 with a fraction of common sense 
will make it evident that the vocal 
organs are too small and hidden to 
make it possible for one to see their 
movements at a great distance. 
The ordinary movements of a speak- 
er, even were the light perfect, 
would prevent them from even see- 
ing the mouth much of the time. 
Where a competent interpreter in 
the sign language may be had, 
every thing that is said by the speak- 
er may be readily translated to any 
number of deaf people. Recently at 
Saginaw, Mich., in one of her ad- 
dresses, Mrs. Macey, who is with 
Miss Keller, characterized the sign 
language as the natural language of 
the deaf, and said it was the lan- 
guage employed by her to awaken 
the darkened mind of Heleln Keller. 
Lip-reading is a very nice ac- 
complishment for a deaf person and 
is of use to a limited extent. 

Practical speech is possible to the 
deaf who have lost their hearing 
after having acquired it naturally 
and through drilling and correction 
been able to maintain it, A very 
few, like Helen Keller, who devote 
their lives to certain accomplish- 
ments, may acquire quite creditable 
speech, but it will always have me- 
chanical sound. Deaf children with 
natural voices and some conception 
of sound should have their voices 
cultivated, and others may be tai 
to speak sufficiently to facilitate in- 
tercourse in the family circle, but 
neither should have speech made 
their paramount object. An educa- 
tion to a deaf person is of far more 
importance than to a hearing person, 
and speech in any person without an 
education could be well dispensed 
with.
